London, September 25.—Within the

Hope is still strong that the con- 
ference will be held, in spite of the 
somewhat dampening effect ofa 
week-end speech by Winston 
“hurchill, who declared that the 
government “will not yield an inch 
on the supreme issue of Ireland’s 
allegiance to the king.” 

“We have reached the end of our 
tether,” he declared. “Our offer 
g0es to the utmost limits possible. 
if it is rejected, We have nothing 
else to give.” 

The speech aroused the greatest 
attention and was viewed in the 
light of a semi-official statement, 
inasmuch as Churchill has just come 
from the discussions at Gairloch. 

To Force Crisis. 

It has become manifest, there- 
fore, that the government's reply 
io De Valera will bring the lengthy 
correspondence to a climax. 
whose who are usually well in- 
formed predict that the new note 
will reaffirm the government's re- 
fusal to recognize the Sinn Fein 
delegation as representing a sov- 
creign state, but perhaps offering 
to discuss the actual status of the 
delegates at the conference. The 
date of the proposed meeting, it is 
understood, will be suggested as 
October 4. 

It is still apparent, however, that 
aome difference of opinion exists in 
the cabinet, one section remaining 
ndamant on the demand that the 
Irish leader repudiate the idea of 
a republic entirely before the Irish 
delegates are admitted to the con- 
ference, and the other urging that 
the invitation be repeated without 
conditions, but stating merely that 
the government declines to ‘dis- 
cuss the question of separation. 

Chance to Accept. 

_ With both press and public re- 
fusing to recognize the possibility 
of failure, or that the conference 
will not eventually be held, it seems 
likely that the note will not demand 
xpress repudiation of the sovereign- 
A elaim beforehand. This would 
give De Valera the chance to ac- 
cept the invitation with support of 
his people. 

Unless the cabinet succeeds In al- 
tering Or suppressing the present 
tentative drafts, it is probable that 
the reply will be sent to Dublin on 
Tuesday. 

It is reported in London that 
Lloyd-George has been sending out 
ha4nts that general election will be 
held in the event of a breakdown 
in the negotiations, in order to 
bring his colleagues around to his 
own policies on the Irish question. 

“Two voices have counselled the 
premier,” says the Sunday Express. 
“But with the Irish on the brink 
of war there is a third voice—that 
of the British public—which is more 
than either, and which declares it 
will not be satisfied with the re- 
introduction of repressive measures 
in Ireland until a conference has 

n held.” 

FRISONERS REBEL 
iY INTERNMENT CAMP. 


Cork, September 25.—A_ serious 
situation has arisen in the Spike 
Island internment camp, where sev- 
eral hundred members of the Irish 
republican army are held, as a re- 
sult of the prisoners’ protests 
against the quality of food served 
them. 

The prisoners refused to carry out 
oMeér, whereupon the military fortes 
over them retaliated by removing 
their bed clothing, and punishing 
them with rifles and bayonets. Twen- 
ty-eight stabbings are reported, and 
several beatings are said to have 
been administered to some of the 
interned men. Several prisoners are 
reported to have escaped during the 
night. :

The third day was expected by the 
prosecution to produce new and 
damaging evidence against the big 
film star. Dr. Arthur’ Beardsiee, 
house physician of the St. Francis 
hotel, who was first called to treat 
Miss Rappe when she became hys- 
terical at the notorious Arbuckle 
Labor day gin jollification party, 
was Slated to give-his first testi- 
mony in open court on the nature 
of Miss Rappe’s injuries. 

The state claims this evidence 
will greatly strengthen» its case 
against the comedian. However, the 
defense also has contended. Dr. 
Beardslee’s testimony would be fa- 
vorable to Arbuckle. 

The St. Francis physician had 
been away on a hunting trip Since 
shortly after the fatal party, and 
was inaccessible to attorneys and 
their investigators working on the 
case.

Letter From President 
Cites Labor Board’s Re- 
fusal to Hear Law and 
Fact Issues. | 


LETTER TO BE FILED | 
WITH BOARD MONDAY 


Rea Says Road Will Ex- 
ercise the Right to Deal 
With Employees With- 
out Intervention. 


Philadelphia, September 25.—The 
Pennsylvania railroad company will 
not present any évidence at the 
hearing granted it by the United 
States labor board in connection 
with the shop crafts committee elec- 
tion dispute. The hearing is set for 
tomorrow at Chicago. The company 
tonight made public a letter from 
President Samuel] Rea to the board 
in which he states that in view that 
the board had declined to hear the 
company upon the issues of law and 
fact presented in its application for 
the hearing and had limited the 
hearing to three points, the com- 
pany has nothing to present. The 
letter will be filed with the board 
tomorrow by a representative of 
the company. 

Mr. Rea says the carrier “asserts 
and will exercise its right to deal 
with its own employees without the 
intervention of individuals or or- 
ganzations whose manifest object 
is the denial of the fundamental 
right of the employer and employees 
to deal in the first instance directly 
with each other respecting Wages 
and working conditions in which 
they alone are directly interested.” 

The company August 24 asked the 
board to set aside its decision call- 
ing for a new election of shops 
crafts committee to arrange rules 
and working conditions and re- 
questing hearing to submit oral 
evidence, September 19 the board 
granted the companys’ request but 
limited the hearing to three points. 
They are: 

Points Allowed. 

That employees, not in the active 
service of the carrier, such as men 
laid off, furloughed or absent upon 
leave, shall participate in the elec- 
tion of committées: how the repre- 
sentative capacity of spokesmen of 
unorganized employees shall be 2 
eertained and permitting the car- 
tiers to offer evidence of the adops 
tion or ratification of tts shop craft 
rules by representatives of the 
crafts fairly selected by a majority 
of the employees of that cl&ss. 

Mr. Rea said in his letter, also: 

“The carrier reminds the board 
that in its application it asked the 
board to find in pursuance of the 
transportaton act that the carrier 
has the lawful right to establish 
rules and working conditions in the 
first instance, either with or without 
first holding conferences with its 
eniployees; and that the contracts re- 
specting ruies and working. condi- 
tions heretofore entered into by the 
carrier and its employees in the shop 
crafts now in full force and effect, 
without further action on the part 
of the carrier and its employees in 
the said shop crafts. The board 
has refused to grant a. hearing 
and tO make such finding and has, in 
all respects, declined to hear the 
carriers upon the issues of law and 
fact presented it in its said appli- 
cation. It follows, therefore, that 
it is nothing for the carrier to pre- 
sent in the way of oral evidence on 
the day fixed by the board, Sep- 
tember 26. 

“The carrier notes that it is re- 
ferred by the board to its decision

Boston, September 25.—The op- 
timistic Boyd P. Doty, fresh from 
the anti-saloon league headquarters 
at Westerville, Ohio, here to estab- 
lish the New England legal depart- 
ment of the league, has discovered 
that Boston is already “dry.” 

Doty has been in town three days 


‘‘and declares that in that time he 


hasn't heard a single cuss word, 
he hasn’t seen anyone under the 
influence of booze, and he hasn't 
even smelled it on anyone’s breath. 

In short, Boston is closer to the 
realization of the heavenly state 
than any large city passed through 
by Mr. Doty since prohibition came. 

And now Bostonians, while sur- 
prised and pleased to hear such 
nice things said about their city 


just where Doty has spent his time. 
It has been suggested that he spent 
most of it in one of the local church- 
es, retiring at an early hour, 
this is generally accepted as the 
most likely explanation.

DEATH 1S WINNER 
IN SHOOTING CASE 


Miss Mildred Hanan Dies 
From Bullet Wounds In- 
flicted by Former Chum,

New York, September 25.—Miss 
Mildred Hanan, granddaughter of 
the wealthy shoe manufacturer, died 
here early Sunday morning from 
wounds inflicted by her former 
chum, Mrs. Grace Lawes. 

The mystery that ended in the 
death of the heiress, following the 
suicide of Mrs. Lawes, remains un- 
explained. As Miss Hanan lay in 
the Long Island college hospital, 
Brooklyn, hovering near the crisis 
which she never passed, she was 
too weak to.make any statement. 

Just before she lapsed into un- 
consciousness, her lips moved in a 
whisper. She exonorated John S. 
Borland, New York importer, of 
all blame in the tragedy. Borland 
had been with her early Friday 
morning at the time ofthe shooting. 
Jealousy on the part of Mrs. Lawes 
was held by the police to have been 
the cause. This was denied emphat- 
ically by Borland, who insisted he 
did not know Mrs. Lawes “well 
enough for that.” 

Miss Hanan died in the arms of 
her mother, Mrs. Grace Hanan, late 
Saturday, Captain of Detectives 
Sullivan questioned the dying wo- 
man to fullfill the formalities of the 
law. 

“Who shot you?” 

“Grace.”’ 

“Do you Know why?” 

Miss Hanan shook 
wearily. 

“Did Mr. Borland have anything 

to do with it?” 
“Not in the least,” 
ply. 
Members of Miss Hanan’s family 
were with her when she died. Her 
mother, widow. of the millionaire 
shoe manufacturer, had been awak- 
ened from a troubled sleep in an 
adjoining room shortly before dawn. 
She hurried to her daughter’s bed- 
~~ and tried to comfort her to the 
end. 

The police declared they believed 
Mrs. Lawes to have been an habit- 
ual user of drugs. It has also been 
established that two weeks ago the 
former bosom friends quarreled 
over some money which Mrs. Lawes 
Ig said to have owed Miss Hanan. 
At that time Mrs. Lawes is said 
to have been visibly under the ef- 
fects of liquor. 

“Too much booze, too much high 
life.”’ thus Mrs. Lawes had descrb- 
ed her sorrowful life in New York 
in a letter te her sister, Mrs. M. 
E. Dittmer, of San Francisco. 

Up until midnight, Saturday. 
physiciang had expeted Mi8s Hanan 
to survive her wounds. When the 
turn for the worse came, relatives 
were summoned. The mother of 
the dead gir] and Borland, were 
with her constantly from the time 
she was removed to the hospital. 

After a formal autopsy was per- 
formed the body was removed to 
the Hanan home at Séagate, L. I. 

The body of Mrs. Lawes hes heen 
taken to an undertaking establish- 
ment preparatory to shipment to 
San Francisco.

Washington, September 25.—State 
governors, to a man, indorsed the 
movement President Harding has 
launched for international limita- 
tion of armaments, according to a 
pol] just completed by The Wash- 
ington Herald, of which Secretary 
Hoover is part owner. Many of the 
state executives, however, counsel 
great care lest America’s defensive 
strength be prematurely undermin- 
ed. Following are excerpts from a 
number of the responses received 
to telegraphic inquiries on the sub- 
ject: 

From Governor Hardwick, Geor- 
gia: 

“If the appropriations for war 
are lessened, the probabilities of 
war are proportionately decreased. 
I earnestly hope for the best of 
results from the coming  confer- 
ence.’”’

On the eve of the opening of the 
institution, trustees of the Georgia 
School of Technology are being el- 
uged with telegrams, letters and 
phone calls not only from all parts 
of the state of Georgia, but from 
other states, as well, urging that 
every effort be put forth to retain 
Dr. K. G. Matheson as president, fol- 
lowing the announcement from Phil- 
adelphia that an offer had betn 
made to him of the presidency of 
Drexel institute, at a salary of 
more than twice what he recelves 
at Tech, according to “Chipp” Robert, 
alumni trustee and member of the 
ex ecutive committee of teh board 
of trustees of Tech. 

Dr. Matheson has not. stated 
whether or not he will accept the of- 
fer which he hag received, or whether 
he has yet made his decision in the 
matter. 


Will Await Board Meeting. 


“The board of trustees will meet 
October 4,” he stated to The Consti- 
tution Sunday night, “and it is a 
consideration which I owe to that 
body to have discussion of this mat- 
ter with it first.” 

In the meantime, wide interest 

and concern has been aroused Over 
the possibility of his loss to Tech. 
Dr. Matheson has previously stated 
his desire to remain in Atlanta as 
president of Tech, and hig friends, 
and friends of the institution, are 
very hopeful that his decision wil! 
be to retain his present connection 
with Tech. 
.In.thig connection it is being 
pointed out that this is not by any 
means the first offer which . Dr. 
Matheson has received from other 
institutions at a higher remunera- 
tion than is given at Tech, and that 
he has invariably refused to leave 
the institution to which he has 
given so much of his interest and 
such faithful service.

It is im this spirit that govern- 
ment officials are approaching the 
difficult task begining Monday. 
The conference is frought with os- 
Stacles but its great objective wil! 
be to show e-aployers as well as 
emp‘oyees the benefits to be ac- 
crued from sacrifice now, At the 
same time the fact is stressed that 
the conference will have no power 


ringed circus—the peace treaty de- 
bate, featuring Senator Borah; the 
revenue bill, with special acts by 
democrats who oppose repeal of the 
excess profits tax,and the beer bill, 
sturring Senator Stanley, among 
other “wets,” and Wiliam Jennings 
Brvan. 

Meantime, the house, which is the 
Original promoter of the revenue and 
beer bill acts, has made a gentle- 
man’s agreement to hold a series 
of three-day recesses which will 
permit of its membership enjoying 
the senate rehearsals. 

While the revenue bill has been 
accorded the center ring for the 
week, and the treaty fight may be 
Staged in a series of night perform- 
ances, the beer bill feature wil] not 
be lost sight of if its advocates and 
opponents can help it. Added inter- 
est in this attraction has just been 
effected by the advent of Bryan as 
official announcer on behalf of the 
“dry” performers. The Commoner, 
in a@ statement made public Sunday, 
hurled disparaging remarks at the 
antics of the “wet minority” who 
thus far have more or less domi- 
nated the act. 

Precedence for Revenue. 

The revenue bill, upon its officlal 
reading Monday, is to have prece- 
dence over other matters. Opposi- 
tion from the minority will] center 
on repeal of the excess profits tax 
and reduction in surtax rates. 

Democrats will endeavor to nave 
adopted substitutes which they have 
Suggested. Republican leaders., 
however, are confident that the blll 
can be put through with a minimum 
of delay. 

Night sessions may be held for 
consideration Of the treaties. They 
are n@t to have priority over the 
revenue bill, but at the same time 
will be pushed, in acccordance with 
the wishes of President Harding. 
Leaders believe they have placated 
opposition by acceptance of reserva- 
tions suggested by irreconciliables. 

Senator Borah, member of the for- 
eign relations committee, and bitter 
Opponent of the treaty of Versailles, 
will oppose the substitute act. Bo- 
rah is assured of some support from 
the minortiy, but leaders hope to 
force through the treaties without 
great delay. Other irreconciliables, 
including Senator Johnson. have said 
that they will support the adminis- 
tration pacts. 

Anti-Beer Threatens. 

Meantime, the anti-beer bil] re- 
mains before the senate, and threat- 
ens to be the cause of much trouble. 
It is brought to the front on every 
occasion by its proponents, and pre- 
vents consideration of the revenue 
bill, which it is conceded in all 
quarters is entitled to priority. 

Senator Penrose, however, chair- 
man of the finance committee, says 
no interference with the revenue bil] 
will be permitted. Leaders are 
counting on a fuller attendance of 
republicans this week to enable him 
to carry out this program. 

Opponents of the anti-beer bi]! 
will not admit that a fillibuster is 
being waged against it. gut they 
are tighting every move of the meas- 
ude’s advocates, and there has been 
no sign of yielding on either side. It 
is conceded that the bill will be ap- 
proved if a vote can be forced, but 
wets so far have been able to block 
this, and will continue their opposi- 
tion. 

Dry forces are bringing every in- 
fluence to bear on the senate. 

William Jennings Bryan has come 
to their support. 

Statement by Bryan. 

“The conference report on the 
anti-beer bill meets the situation,” 
he said in a statement, “The sup- 
porterg of enforcement do not de- 
Sire to make’ the laws any more 


Strict than necessary to compel obe- 
dience. A private residence is a per- 
manent building and it is entirely 
proper to require a warrant for 
search.

These regulations, it is 
contended, so Increase the .cost of 
building that a man of small income 
is almost prohibited from undertak- 
ing the building of qa home Of 
course, in all probability, the con- 
ference will undertake to remedy. 
For example, savings banks, as 
Secretary Hoover has pointed out, 
can loan but 50 per cent on home

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‘No Excuse for Religious 


Intolerance, 


Says Pastor 


The necessity for the pulpit com- | 
menting from the religious stand- 
point on the news of the day, and 
the danger arising from the reli- 
gious intolerance manifested in 
Atlanta, were &tressed in a sermon 
delivered Sunday at St. Luke’s 
Episcopal church, by Rev. C. B. 
Wilmer. 

The pastor stated that every 
news topic of a broad human inter- 
est has a moral as well as a spirit- 
ual angle from which it may be 
viewed, and that while the pulpit 
has no business dealing in person- 
alities, it must show how religious 
‘principles are to be applied to séec- 
ular affairs. 

In regard to religious intolerance 
he cited the recent resolution pass- 
ed by council calling upon The 
New York World and other papers 
to investigate the alleged oath 
taken by the nights of Columbus; 
declared that it had been proven 
spurious, and that council should 
have ascertained this fact before 
passing such a paper. 


Dr. Wilmer’s Sermon. 


Taking as his subject ‘The News- 
papers and the Kingdom of God,” he 
used for his text Philippians 1:9-10: 
“And this I pray that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and all discernment; gs0 
that ye may approve the things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
Sincere and void of offense unto 
the day of Christ.” 

His sermon follows: 

The daily newspapers and the weekly and 
monthly magazines lay before us continuous- 
ly for our mental pabulum ai wondrous 
menu of the world, the flesh and the 
devil, with some bits here and there of 
the Kingdom of God. What is the effect 
of it all? What is the reaction in the 
minds of men and women, boys and girls 
to the printed page? 

To put the matter concretely before you, 
let me give you an abstract of just one 
page, the front, of Saturday’s Constitutton:

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of religious intolerance neither our 
prosperity-mor our happiness is se- 
cure,” thebishop declared. - 

Bishop Mikell took for his text 
Phillipians, fourth chapter eighth 
verse, “Whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things ‘are honest, 
whatsospver things are pust, what- 
soever things are lovely, whatso- 
ever things are of good report, 
think on these things.” 

This text simply means that peo- 
ple» should be high minded, accord- 
ing to the bishop. He said the 
world supremely needs high mind- 
ed men and women now. He re- 
viewed the opportunity of high 
minded men and women in the 
work of the world today. 

Under Christ’s Rule. 

Taking up the opportunity of 
high mindedness in the world’s 
pleasure as well as the world’s 
work, Bishop Mikell said pleasures, 
recreations and amusements can be 
brought under Christ's rule. 

“We cannot think that social 
pleasure would be frowned upon by 
Him who began His ministry at a 
wedding. feast,” Bishop Mikell de- 
clared. “Many of his most precious 
sayings were “table talks,’’ remarks 
He made and stories He told at the 
dinner table to those. who were His 
hosts. Can we possibly think that 
in the concert hall, in the reception 
room, in the moving picture show, 
we are necessarily beyond Christ’s 
reach and outside His sphere?” 

The bishop said “God made the 
laughter of things as well as their 
tears.” He said it would be a ter- 
rible thing if there were ng light- 
ness and no merriment. 

“What an intolerable bore life 
would be if nobody talked of any- 
thing but morals and sociology and 
theology,” he declared. 

While every community has the 
right to claim its pleasures the high 
minded people of that community 
ought to see that its pleasures are 
kept pure and wholesome. 

“We Americans are more vulgar 
and uncultuded in our amusements 
than any civilized nation in the 
world,” the bishop said. ‘“‘When the 
Greeks wanted to amuége the pop- 
ulace they put on a play by So- 
phocles. When we want to be 
amused we go to see Charlie Chap- 
lin or watch the antics of a fat buf- 
foon named Arbuckle. We do that 
when we are good. When we are 
bad we go to amusements that de- 
liberately drag down, degrade and 
debauch.” 3 

Upholding the Law, 

Discussing -the opportunity of 
high minded people in upholding 
the law, Bishop Mikell said: 

“T cannot imagine any more im- 
perative demand made upon a high- 
minded man in our state and coun- 
try today than that he should set 
a fine example’in helping to uphold 
the law. 

“The worst menace to our happi- 
ness and prosperity is the Wave of 
lawlessness which is sweeping over 
us, and to which almost every one 
of us in some way contributes. In 
little things, and sometimes in 
larger ones, we do not Keep the law 
unless it suits our convenience. We 
drive our automobiles as we want 
to drive them, quite regardless of 
the traffic regulations, Or in our 
business We plan how we Can Clr- 
cumvent any law which regulates 
our trade if that law prevents any 
profit to ourselves. 

“Every time that any one of us 
breaks or circumvents any law, 
however small or annoying, we add 
to the accumulating spirit of law- 
lessness until suddenly it breaks out 
into some hideous and appalling 
occurrence. We sow the wind and 
then we are horrified when the 
whirlwind of lawlessness sweeps 
over us. We have all been amazed 
to have the facts brought home to 
us in Mr. Fosdick’s book on the 
American Police System that the 
United States leads the world in 
crime, that it is the most lawless 
place on earth which pretends to 
have a civilized government. We 
can boast of many things in the 
south and in Georgia, but We can- 
not boast that we have not our full 
share in this shame. We_ speak 
with pride of our old civilization 
and culture, and when our passions 
are aroused We behave like Savages 
in the jungles of Africa. : 

“Not only degraded individuals, 
but hundreds of our fellow-citizens, 
at the call of the primal passion of 
revenge, peel off the light veneer 
of their civiligation and Christian- 
ity and stand revealed as the vericst 
savages in their lust for blood and 
in their enjoyment of the agonies of 
their victims. Men who would Call 
themselves by the name of Christ 
utterly forget the first principles of 
His teaching, which are peace and 
not strife, forgiveness and not an- 


-ger and murder, self-repression and 


not passion uncontrolled, a respect 
and obedience for law and order and 
not lawlessness. 

“TJ think that if Christ came to 
live His earthly life in Amerirca to- 
day He would not find occasion to 
repeat His scathing denunciation of 
the Pharisees, the people whose 
fault consisted in a too scrupulous 
keeping of every jot and tittle of 
the law. He would not find that 
particular form of hypocrisy preva- 
lent among us. What we need in 
the south is more Pharisees and 
fewer Philistines.”’
